Cedartown, Ga., Mareh 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—West avenue from Main to 
College street, which passes the post 
office; Prior street from Main to Col- 
lege street, which passes the court 
house and Gordon street from Main 
street to East avenue, which passes 
the city hall have just been paved, but 
are not yet open to traffic.

ration at Barrackville, R. A. Lample, 
chief state mine inspector, announced 
‘early Wednesday night that the men 
who are believed dead could not be 
reached before midnight. 

It was declared that the explosion 
/was caused by gas, and that the en- 
tire level on which the entombed 
miners were at work was swept by 
billows of flame, which penetrated the 
mine. for a distance of a mile and 
rolled up the shaft, consuming machin- 
ery, a power house and the companys 
offices. . 

Only one elevator escaped in the 
blast, which tore the machinery from 
its foundation, and the cage jammed 
when an attempt was made to 
lower it. : : 
A hoist bucket was rigged up, and 

this means rescuers have been 
The same slow process is being 
used to haul out the wreckage.

Pinworm Appendicitis 

Dr. A. W. Armstrong, *Canandaigua 
surgeon, called «ttention to the not 
infrequent role of exciting cause play- 
el by the Oxyuris vermicularis (the 
pinworm) in appendicitis, in a report 
published in the New York State 
Journal of Medicine in 1916. In his 
report Dr. Armstrong described the 
history of a series of cases he had en- 
countered in practice, and cited iso- 
lated reports of cases from various 
other sources. He expressed the 
opinion that treatment directed 
against the pinworm _ infestation 
might save the patient from opera 
tion. 

Metchnikoff was probably the first 
to suggest these intestinal para- 
sites might be responsible for certain 
cases of appendicitis. But the great 
bacteriologist’ formed his theory rath- 
er from laboratory studies of appen- 
dixes sent for examination than from 
any medical experience. 

A British physician, Still, suggest- 
ed nearly 30 years ago that the appen- 
dix might be the breeding place for 
pinworms in some infested. individ- 
uals.

W. H. Harris 
and D. C. Browne of New Orleans, 
They tell of 22 cases, in patients of 
varous ages from 10 years up to 46, 
though mostly youths, all more or less 
chronic, with histories of recurring 
attacks over a period of years usually 
with little or no feyer, but all the 
other classical syniptoms of appéndl- 
citis, which are too popular to men- 
tion.
